SAID "...WE SHALL WELCOME ANY ASSISTANCE FROM OUR FRIENDS 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD THAT WOULD HELP US RAPIDLY RESTORE

DR. TRAN NGOC DANG, DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF HEALTH, REPUBLIC

FOLLOWING THE RESOLUTION, AND AFTER MONTHS OF CONSULTATIONS, 
THE TWO GOVERNMENTS CONCURRED WITH A WHO PRESENTATION OF 
THE FOLLOWING HEALTH PROBLEMS TO THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY: 

- FOR THE NORTH: (1) RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT OF HEALTH 
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SERVICES AT COMMUNAL, DISTRICT AND PROVINCIAL LEVELS WHICH 
INCLUDE ESTABLISHMENT OF HEALTH LABORATORY SERVICES; 

(2) PROGRAMMES TO COMBAT MALARIA, TUBERCULOSIS, LEPROSY 
AND AN IMMUNIZATION PROGRAMME OF HIGH PRIORITY THAT SEEKS 
SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN PRODUCTION OF VACCINE; (3) A FAMILY 
HEALTH PROGRAMME, THE OVERALL OBJECTIVE OF WHICH IS TO 
ACHIEVE A RATE OF NATURAL INCREASE NOT EXCEEDING 20 PER 
THOUSAND IN 1976-1978; (4) BASIC TEACHING EQUIPMENT FOR 
MEDICAL SCHOOLS AND AUXILIARY TRAINING INSTITUTIONS; 

(5) PRODUCTION OF PHARMACEUTICAL PREPARATIONS. 

- FOR THE SOUTH: (1) RECONSTRUCTION OF HEALTH SERVICES; 

(2) HEALTH LABORATORY SERVICES; (3) PROGRAMMES IN THE CONTROL 
OF MALARIA, TUBERCULOSIS, LEPROSY, VENEREAL DISEASES AND 
DRUG ADDICTION AND IN IMMUNIZATION; (4) FAMILY 
HEALTH; (5) HEALTH MANPOWER DEVELOPMENT AND (6) PRODUCTION 
OF PHARMACEUTICAL PREPARATIONS. 

THE REPORT ALSO SHOWED THE TOTAL NUMBER OF CASES OF VENEREAL 
DISEASE AND PARA-VD HAS BEEN ESTIMATED ATO 850,000 OUT 
OF A TOTAL POPULATION IN THE SOUTH OF 22 MILLION. IN ADDITION 
ABOUT 250,000 PERSONS ARE ESTIMATED TO BE 
DRUG ADDICTS. 

THESE PROBLEMS, APPARTNELTY ABSENT IN THE NORTH, COMPOUND 
THE HEALTH SITUATION IN THE SOUTH.
